Rev. nensou, Arclibistiop of Canter- 
bury, Stricken With A p o p l e x y anrt 
Dcatli Follows Shortly. 


LONDJN, Oct. 12.—While kneeling in 
prayer in Ha warden church at 11:30 
o'clock yesterday morning 
Most Rev. 
Edward White Beneon, D. D , arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, primate of all 
England, and metropolitan, was seized 
with apoplexy 
from which he died a 
few minutes a'terward. 


The archbishop arrived at Hawarden 
Saturday evening on his return from a 
tour of the north of Ireland. 
He 
seemed to be in the best of health and 
spoke enthusiastically to Mrs. Glad- 
stone of bis tour. 
He arose early in 
the morning and went to early com- 
munion with nia wife, Henry Gladstone, 
Mrs, Gladstone, Mrs. Drew and Dorothy 
Drew. 
The morning was bitterly cold 
and Mr. Gladstone did not venture out. 


Rev. Stephen Gladstone, rector of 
Hawarden church, was reading the 
absolution, when he noticed a twitching 
of the arm of the archbishop, who was 
kneeling in prayer. 
The rector was 
somewhat alarmed and stopped in his 
reading just as the great churchman 
collapsed and fell on the fl 5or. The 
congregation was on its feet in a mo- 
ment and the greatest excitement pre- 
vailed, several women fainting in the 
pews. 
The rector, with remarkable 
self-command, held out his arms to the 
people and implored them to remain 
quiet until the extent of the arch- 
bishop's indisposition could be learned, 
Henry Gladstone promptly stepped 
from the family pew near the chancel, 
and beckoning to the clerk and other 
members of the congregation for aid, 
carried the unconscious man into the 
library adjoining tbe rectory. 
Several 
physicians who were in the church 
were called into the library, 
where 
they found the stricken prelate gasping 
for breath. 


While the doctors were laboring to 
induce 
artificial 
respiration 
Kev. 
Stephen Gladstone, who had left the 
church when the archbishop was carried 
out, returned and announced to his 
congregation, which had been waiting 
in painful suspense, that 
the dis- 
tinguished visitor's illness was critical. 
A pall of sadness at once fell over all 
aud several women 
began 
to sob 
audibly. 
The rector asked for the 
prayers of the people during the litany 
and the response was fervent and gen- 
eral. 


All the efforts of the physicians to 
revive the archbishop were unsuccess- 
ful. 
He died peaceably 
in a few 
minutes after he was carried from the 
church.

My 
brother, being the best rider, made 
south for the state line and I took a 
southwesterly 
direction until I got 
south of Jackson and then I struck out 
south along the Des Moines river to 
Algona. 
Then I crossed the country 
around by Britt and Forrst City to 
Lake Mills, 
I had a pretty hard time 
getting through." 


After, making the confession to Mar- 
shal Euby, the latter 
wanted the 
prisoner to tell his right name, but he 
shook his head and said: 


' I do not wish to let my folks know 
anything about this. 
I suppose I shall 
plead guilty under an assumed name,' 


The name he first gave upon being 
taken into cuetoday was J i m McMul- 
len.

pay and started for' home.

body of the boy was 


found in shallow water along the east- 


ern bank of the St. Joe liver, about 


two Eqaares north of the Lakeside 


bridge. 


The supposition is th^t while walking 


homeward, along the St. Joe boulevard, 


he was waylaid and murdered for his 


money. 
The meagre 
circumstances 


surrounding the case would terd to 


substantiate this theory. 


The body lay only partially sub 
merged, the head almost touching the 
bank, but still under water and the 
toes sticking up a couple of inches 
above the surface. 


Young Freeh left the Bass 
works 
abotit 5 o'clock Saturday evening, bid- 
ding good night to his afisociateB in his 
usual good satured manner. He swung 
his dinner buckec gaily and whittled 
as he went, for his spirits were higher 
than usual on account of the little en- 
velope which contained his monthly 
wages and was now snugly tucked away 
in his inside pocket. 
He wendei his 
way down Clay Btre€|t and thence over 
into Lakeside, for his hoine was located 
just north of that settlement. 
It is 
supposed that while walking along the 
boulevard he was held np and robbed 
and then murdered. 


He was la&t seen by Casper Gebhait 
about dusk and was then on CJay street 
near Main, going towards his home. 


As time passed and the boy failed to 
put in an appearance at home the par 
ents became 
anxious 
and 
finally 
alarmed. 


The neighborhood was aroused, the 
officers notified and a scarch begun 
But although efforts in this direction 
were prosecuted vigorously, it was not 
until th's morning that the shocking 
discovery was made. 
It was a lad 
named Besancon, son of a neighbor of 
the Freeh's, who, at the request of the 
missing boy's mother, procured a boat 
and began to patrol the river from the 
bridge north. 
About two squares from 
the bridge he fouLd the boy's feet pro- 
truding from the water and, rowing to 
the spot, saw the full form of the miss- 
ing boy silhouetted against the river 
bottom. 
He quickly spread the news 
and a croTrd gathered, 


Evideccas of foul play were apparent. 
The boy's pockets were turned inside 
out, showing that they had been rifled. 
The pay envelope, which 
contained 
$16 10, was torn open and the contents 
gone. 
A short distance away was a 
bottle which it is thought 
contained 
chloroform. 
There were no maiks of 
violence about the body to indicate. 
that he had been struck. The most 
plausible theory is that his cries were 
smothered until the chloroform took 
efiect and was then thrown into the 
water. 
Shrubbery partially concealed 
the scene of the murder from the high- 
way above which accounts for the delay 
in discovering the body. 
Although the 
spot is only 200 feet from the reaidance 
of C&jper Smith, on St Joe boulevard, 
no outcry was heard by the family to 
warn them of the ^dastardly crime that 
was being enacted at their very door. 


The body was taken to Peltier's 
morgue, where this afternoon a post 
mortem examination is being held to 
ascertain all the facts possible.. 


George Freeh was one of a family of 
five children. 
He was a manly little 
fellow, very upright and industrious, 
and was held in universal esteem by all 
who knew him, alike by employer, em- 
ploye and playmate. 
The father is at 
present an employe at the foundry. 
All of the members of the family are 
overcome with grief by the boy's un- 
timely death, and in their bereave 
ment they will have the sympathy of 
every body.

Falling prices bankrupt merchants and 
the bankrupting of merchants can 
never bring confidence.

But there is a reason for this loss of 
confidence. It is the impoverishment 
of our merchants through depreciation 
of their stock that is driving them into 
Insolvency, it is the steady fall in 
prices of all those things Upon which 
men rely to pay their debts. The 
banks hesitate to advance credit to 
manufacturers, the manufacturers hesi- 
tate to sell to merchants on credit, the 
merchants fear to give retailers credit, 
retailera hesitate to sell to the farmer 
and wage earner save for cash. This is 
what we call lack of confidence. The 
banks lack confidence in the ability of 
manufacturers to pay their indebted 
ness, the manufacturers lack confidence 
in thie HbUitjr of merchft&ts to pay their 
notei'Whèh due, the merchant lacks 
confidence in the abilUy of the retailer 
to pay and the retailer in" the ability 
of his customers to pay. So tráde 
íánguishes. 


Buï is there no oecasion for this loss 
of confidence so disastrous to trade and 
industry ? Assuredljf there is. Banks 
have the best of reasons for doubting 
the ability of manufacturers to pay, 
manufactorers have the best of reasons 
for doubting the ability of merchants 
to pay, and so on, through all the 
channels of trade, he who has goods 
for sale has the best of reasons for 
doubting the ,ability -of woul4 be 
purchasers to pay for whát' they want 
to buy on credit. And what is the 
reason? Is it dishojaesty of debtors? 
Not at all. It is the depreciation of 
property, that drives erstwhile solvent 
debtors into insolvency by the thou- 
sands. 


The merchant who buys goods from 
the manufacturer, giving his note in 
payment, relies on the saleof thegooda 
bought to put him in funds to pay the 
note. If he cannot sell these gxkds, 
then he cannot pay such note unless he 
can provide for the payment out of tbe 
capital he has mvested. So as prices 
fall the payment of : debts becomes 
dpubtrul, for on a falling market it is 
ever difficult to effect sales. Why? 
Because buyers hold 4>fi and buy only 
for immediate wants, believing that to- 
morrow they can buy cheeper than to- 
day. So debtors dependent on their 
ability to sell their property to put 
themselves in funds to pay their in 
debteiness are driven to default when 
prices fall. Truly then there is a real 
reason for this lack of cocfiience, and 
tbat reason is falling prices. 


We are told that the fear of the elec 
tioQ of Mr. Bryan is the disturbing 
factor. But did ever fear of rising 
prices bring ábóut'lqss of confidence? 
Far from it. Tae property of debtors 
is the foundation of confidence and you 
cannot disturb confijLence by making 
this 
property 
mora 
valuable, by 
strengthening the basis on which cocfi 
dence rests. That which will enable 
debtors to meet their indebtedness can 
alone bring confidence, and that which 
will enable debtors to pay their debts, 
is a rise in prices euoh as will enable 
debtors to sell their property and real- 
ize from such sale suflScient funds to 
pay their indebtedness. The greater 
the value of the property of debtors 
over and above the amount of their 
debts, the more firmly established will 
be their credit, the stronger the confi- 
dence of creditors in their ability to 
pay and the more willing will sellers be 
to extend credits. It is the election of 
Ifr. Bryan and a rise in prices that will 
restore confidence. Falling prices are 
the cause of the loss of confidence and 
so long as this cause remains to disturb 
confidence, confidence cannot return. 


Book Notes. 


' The Majesty of Man," a novel by 
' Alien," author of "A Daughter of the 
King," etc., 12mo, cloth, |1 25; Dodd, 
Mead Jlc Co., Fifth avenue and Twenty- 
first street, New York. This novel by 
a comparatively new writer, who is 
known as "Alien," is strong and un- 
usual in its character, considered both 
as a psychological study and also in the 
line of deecription and incident. The 
scenes are laid in New Zealand and 
Australia. 
It is a novel of very 
unusual merit; it is intense and inter- 
esting; vividly conceived, and graphi- 
cally written. It is especially to be 
praised, in that the characters are 
fresh and unworn types, which the 
jaded reader will welcome as a relief 
from the morbid and impossible char- 
acters with which he has been deluged 
in latter day fashion. 


"On Money," by Anthony W. Thor- 
old, late Lord Bishop of Winchester, 
16mo, cloth, 50 cente; Dodd, Mead & 
Co, publisher«. New York. In this 
admirable and most practical little 
book, Bishop Thorold has succeeded in 
investing a hackneyed subject with 
fresh interest. Though written from a 
pro'eesedly religious point of view, it 
does not deny that money is in many 
respects an admirable help to anyone 


having a fine nature and a right idea of 
its correct value, a power for well 
doing and a means toward healthy 
living. 


Lang and Army Etiquette. 


Persons who feel secure in their own 
social position, good blood and high 
breeding are never anobs. 
They can 
afford to treat ladies and gentlemen as 
snch wherever they find them, though 
the lady ehould be a washerwoman, the 
gentleman a common soldier. But those 
sons of the barefoot emigrant mother 
who could not read or write, of the ig- 
norant political ward boss, of the gin- 
shop tender who gets a little money 
ahead, the sons of these highborn, high 
bred individuals fsequently have brains, 
brass and influenoe enough to pass the 
examination 
and get appointed to a 
West Point cadetship, and they are nat- 
urally very doubtful about their own 
aristocracy. 


The fellows who have graduated from 
West Point and attained high army po- 
sitions spring in some oases from about 
as low an origin as mortal could have, 
always providing that any son of the 
Almighty Creator can have a low origin. 


But no sooner do they leave the thiesh- 
old of the Military academy than they 
become the most frothy and insufiEerable 
snobs in this universe. 
These army 
snobs and their wives have made life a 
purgatory for young Lieutenant Lang, 
^hoMared to brave their displeasure by 
marrying the daughter of a sergeant at 
West Point. They have employed every 
mean, sneaking, cruel method their pet- 
ty imaginations could devise to force 
him to resign from the army. No wonder 
the young man's pluck and courage 
begin to give way. An old army officer 
is quoted as sayijig; "An unwritten 
law of the army debars any social in- 
tercourse between a commissioned and 
a noncommissioned officer. It would be 
impossible for Mrs. Lang to visit her 
own parents." 


If that be the,case it is time for the 
rest of the country to give these lazy, 
stuck up West Point fools a lesson that 
will last them. 
West Point graduates 
are the servants of the common people 
of this country. Their way through col- 
lege was paid by the money of these 
common people and their salaries are 
paid from the same source. 
The com- 
mon soldiers of our citizen ¿rmy are of- 
tentimes better born and bred than their 
so called superior officers. It will not 
hurt army discipline one bit to destroy 
the ridiculous caste system which offi- 
cers doubtful of their own 
gentility 
have fostered in tbe army. 
Is this 
free republic India, pray, and is the 
common soldier a pariah and an out- 
cast? If this be so, then let intelligent 
young American men shun the ranks of 
the United States army as they would 
shun leprosy. 


No doubt the citizens of Chicago would 
have been saved much suffering and 
worry if the great fire of 1871 had never 
occurred. At the same time it is a ques- 
tion whether the city itself would have 
been so handsomely and substantially 
built as it iS at present. It is a question 
whether it would have been real ly as big 
and rich and prosperous as it is now, and 
so entirely up to date in all modern im- 
provement that go to make a city conve- 
nient, pleasant and attractive to live in. 
Oct. 9 this year will be the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of Chicago's fire. That fire 
found her a city of one story frame 
shanties, a city (hat had three grades to 
its sidewalks and had the sidewalks 
themselves made of boards which used 
to drop out occasionally. When it snow- 
ed and covered the surface of things^ the 
early morning pedestrian would occa- 
sionally step unawares into the holes in 
the boards that were fqr the time hidden 
so that he could not see them. 
Down 
he would go leg deep into some subter- 
ranean region. 
Hei would draw hia 
limb painfully out, and for a minute the 
air would be blue thereabout with the 
pedeEtrian's opinions of Chicago and 
Chicago sidewalks. 
But that vanished 
with the great fire, which some Chica- 
goans term the most important event in 
the history of the city. Perhaps it was. 
At any rate, on this twenty-fifth anni- 
versary of the historic fire the rest of the 
country sincerely congratulates the city 
by the lake on her greatness, her iji- 
domitable pluck, and industry. 


The great cataract of the Nile is the 
second one, and it is called Bab-el-Ke- 
bir. The British gunboats passed it just 
after leaving Wady-Haifa. The scene of 
its passage was one of the most pictur- 
esque and thrilling in modern military 
history. The channel was so narrow 
that if a boat had by any means swung 
crosswise in tbe stream she would have 
stuck fast against the rocks. 
Then the 
boats had actually to be towed by ropes 
in the hands of the soldiers on shore. 
Steam was of little avail in such a tor- 
rent of broken waters. The first gun- 
boat that went through was the Metem- 
meh. 
At a given signal the men at the 
cables gave a great pull all together. 
There was a breathless suspense. 
Then 
came the supreme test. 
Says London 
Graphic, "For moments that seemed 
long minutes the Metemmeh bung on 
tbe mass of water that rolled over the 
threshold of the gates, the foaming ed- 
dies breaking completely ove^ the stern 
wheel. 
Then, as the bow hawsers were 
strained bard, a recurring wave lified 
its stern, and it glided over the great 
obstacle into slack water, while officers 
and men cheered lustily." 


Three moves are almost as good as a 
fire, Mr. E. S. Martin tells us in The 
Cosmopolitan. 
"There are plenty of 
families everywhere that need to be 
burned out." Mr. Martin is right. Even 
some very good and highly respectable 
people would be the better of being 
burned out—home, bag and baggage—at 
least every five years. Then they would 
not get leggy and old fogyish and set in 
tlieir ways and inert and stupid. 
They 
would have to get a move on them when 
the fire was close after them. 


One kind of family discipline is il- 
lustrated in a New Jersey town. A 
kind and loving father bad his 13-year- 
old daughter arrested and locked up in 
jail for stealing hia pocketbook. She 
did not deny that she had taken it. Aft- 
er this nice kind of a father had dis- 
graced his daughter and still more him- 
self by imprisoning the child it was 
found she w!*) not the thief at all, but 
she was so afraid of her father that she 
dared not deny the theft.

George H. Wilson, a trucker in the 
Pennsylvania freight house, and resid- 
ing at 42 Home avenue, went out rid- 
ing with his wife and young son, Sun- 
day afternoon, taking a course toward 
Lindenwood. When near the Stand 
ard oil company's worka the horse took 
fright and, before Mr. Wilson could get 
control of it, ran down an embankment 
by the roadside, upsetting the carriage 
and hurling the occupanti out with 
considerable force.

The wind is strong from the 
northwest with no sign of abatement. 
No vessels have left this port this 
morning and probably will not until 
more moderate weather prevails. The 
only vessel arriving up to 10 o'clock is 
the steamer Menimsha, from Middl« s 
boro. The steamer Taltahasee which 
started Saturday night for Savannah, 
and returned on account of the weath 
er, is still at anchor in Gravesend bay 
The freight steamer Goldsboro, bound 
for Philadelphia, which returned to 
Lower bay yesterday morning, is still 
there 


The steamer Naeoyhee from Savdt • 
nah, and the Seminole trom Charles 
ton, and two old dominion boats from 
Norfolk and Richmond, which were 
due yesterday, have not arrived 
Other 
steamers due yesterday are the Alliance 
from Colon, and the El Mar from New 
Orleans. Steamers due today are the 
Schiedam 
from Amsterdam, Kaiser 
William, 'rom Genoa, Aller, from Bre 
men, Anchoria, from Glasgow, Civic, 
from Liverpool, Croft, from Dundee, 
Llandafi City, from S«ransea, and the 
Istria, from Smjrnia 
There has been 
no communication with Sandy Hook 
by wire since 10:45 last ni§ht.

the plaza 
in front of the Brighton Beach hotel, 
and tore away part of the concert pavil- 
lion in'which Anton Sridle's orchestra 
gives its perrormaacis 
The Ocean 
hotel, west of the Brighton Beach notel, 
was surrounded by water and its foun- 
dations were racked. Numerous bath- 
ing pavillions and amusament houses in 
West Brighton were either wrecked or 
damaged, among the latter being the 
club's house of the Seaside Athletic 
club, the old iron pier that was be- 
lieved 10 be invincable and that had 
been buffeted by the storms of over 
twenty winters, was cut in two by the 
mighty impact of the Wives. At 2 
o'clock the waves were still working 
havoc, wrecking everything th^y could 


reach on the beach and the out- 
come cannot be anticipated. The 
collapse 
of the ocean 
house 
appears to be but a 
matter 
of a few hours. 
It is entirely 
surrounded by water, and the occu- 
pants are moving out their belongine". 
Manhattan Beach shared the didsster 
with other sections of the island. Much 
of the ornamentation on the grounds 
m front of the Manhattan Beach hotel 
was swept away and the magoificent 
lawn in front of the swell Oriental 
hotel was made a dismal waste.

installed in the proud position of man- 
ager of the palatial Guy's Hotel, built 
for him by aristocratic admirers from 
the blue-blooded Back Bay. 


In the New York morgue, stiff and 
stark In death, with none to claim her, 
a ward of the city, a candidate for pot- 
ter's field, lay the remains of Anna 
Livingston, playmate of Sullivan in 
childhood, sweethearts when both were 
In their teens, and, in later years, his 
companion and reputed wife. 


The only comment John L. Sullivan 
had to make when apprised by tele- 
phone of the fact of Anna Livingston's 
death, and this he made in his gruff- 
est tone, was, "She was no wife of 
mine." 


Anna Livingcton-Naylor was born in 
Boston in 1861, Her father was a well- 
to-do business man. 
When about ten 
years of age at school she first met 
John Lawrence Sullivan. 
They grew 
up together, but when she had reached 
the age of eighteen and blossomed into 
a tall, graceful woman, she met Fred 
erick 
Boeworth 
Anderson, 
business 
manager of the Howard Athenaeum. 
After a brief courtship they were mar 
ried, and for years their wedded life 
was happy. 
The result of the union 
was one child, a daughter, Eva, now 
seventeen years of age, who is living 
with her father's parents'in Providence 
R. i. 


Mrs. Anderson saw nothing of Sulli- 
van again until the early part of 1885. 
Meanwhile she had entered upon 
stage career and become one , of the 
favorite bur^lesque artists of the day 
It was while playing an engagement 
In her husband's theater that Sullivan 
crossed her path. He was at the height 
of his fame, and the silly woman's van- 
ity was flattered by the thought that in 
their youth he had been her admirer 
When Sullivan started on his famous 
European tour the woman left her hus- 
band, and, taking her child, crossed 
the Atlantic with him. 


When he returned to the United 
States she and her daughter came with 
him. They accompanied the champion 
to the South, and the woman was not 
far from the ringside when he fought 
his battle with Kilrain in New Orleans 
in 1889. She it was who cared for him 
after many a wild debauch, and to her 
more than to any other being John L. 
Sullivan owed the years of success he 
had in this and other countries after 
hie practical defeat in France, 


But all such infatuations have an 
end, and, as usual, the man tired first. 
All through the year of 1890 the couple 
had frequent quarrels, and at last, one 
night, in a drunken 
rage, 
Sullivan 
threw her down and beat her. 


Even this did not kill the woman's 
love. 
She stuck to him firmly. At 
last one day they sat down and had a 
*quiet talk. 
He told her that he had 
ceased to care for her. 
He gave her 
$a,500 in money, and told her to keep 
the jewelry he had given her, and 
never, under any circumstances, at- 
tempt to see him again. 
The woman 
kept her bargain. From that day until 
the day of her death she never wrote 
him. 


Some weeks ago, when in straitened 
circumstances, a friend of hers, wired 
Sullivan and asked him to send Anna 
Livingston |100. To this 
telegram 
there was no response. 
At that time 
the woman was living in a furnished 
flat at No. 41 Third avenue, New York. 


MARY BUSH, 
away the dead body of the man with 
whom she died. John Hartig, the dead 
man, was but 21 years old, the son of a 
farmer living at Connor Station. Mary 
Bush, about 19 years 
old, and quite 
pretty, is the daughter of a poor oec- 
tion hand, who works on the Missouri 
Pacific railroad at Pomeroy. The youth 
and maiden had met and loved, but 
when they proposed marriage the fath- 
er of the girl objected. 
Young Hartig 
was without means. 
From 
develop- 
ments it is evident that the young lov- 
ers had discussed their poverty, the 
parental opposition to the marriage, 
and what seemed to them their da"k 
prospects until death seemed prefera- 
ble to life. 
Their journey to Leaven- 
worth, and ^he tragedy wa.s the result. 


ANNA LIVINGSTON. 
She was obliged to sell her effects there 
to pay the rent, and took up her 
residence in a furnished room on the 
top floor of the house kept by Miss 
Fannie Reynolds at No. 81 East Tenth 
street. 
She was very ill at the time, 
and while Sullivan was listening to

We separated about Iwo and a half or 
bree miles out of Shnburn*. My 
brother, beiog the beet rider, made 
south for the elate Hae and I took a 
southwesterly direction until .1 got 
south of Jackton snd then I struck out 
south along Ihe DCS Koines river to 
Algona. Then I crowed the country 
round by Britt and Fon>l City lo 
LakeMilla. I bad a pretty hard time 
getting through."
